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BEARDSLEY 

(Compiled from a genealogy in possession of Mrs. Lena Cooper Morgan, 

of Tacoma, Wash.) 

The Beardsley family is of English descent. In an article published 
by Edwin Slater in 1884, is the following: 

In the work on English surnames, published in 1875 in London. Charles Waring 
Bardsley speaks of Robert de Bardslee and William de Bardsley. In Burke's Arms and 
Crescent of Families o! Great Britain/' mention is made of the Lancashire family, whose 
name was given as "Bardesley, Bardesy, and Bardsey." 

The same work says that the last heir of the Bardsey of Furness in 
Lancashire was Nicholas Bardsey, who died at the time of Charles the iBt, 
leaving two daughters. t 

In West's "History of Furness," it is said that in the barony of Ken- 
dall, a descendant of Ivor de Tailbor's assumed the name of "Bardsea." 
As "Bardsea" is a noted island on the coast of Wales, said to be a refuge 
of the Welsh bards, it is probable that the Baron de Tailbor's son, or 
descendant, was the owner of the island. The ancient name of Robert de 
Bardslee, mentioned above, suggests the possiblity of meaning "Robert 
of Bard's Isle." According to this history the surnames were adopted 
about 1211, and from that date we find a change in spelling: Bardsey, 
Bardesy, Bardesley, Bardsley, Berdsley, giving the American pronun- 
ciation of "Beardsley or Beardslee." , 

According to the genealogy they were very faithful to the church, 
. mostly Congregationalist s, Methodists and Episcopalians, a great many 
" ministers of the Gospel; besides, there were many lawyers, professors, 
many holding public offices, and large land holders. 

On the record of the ship, "Planter," which came from England to 
America in 1635, was the following: 

A mason, William Beardsley, age 30 yrs. 
Marie, meaning Mary, age 26. 
Marie, age 4. 
John, age 2. 
Joseph, age 6 mo. 

Landed in Massachusetts, June 1, 1635, William's parentage cannot 
be found. He was born in 1605. The genealogy speaks of Thomas, born 
1603, who may have been a brother, but is is with the family of William 
that we are concerned. He took oath Dec 7, 1639, and was admitted as 
a free man of Massachusetts in 1638. Later, he removed to Connecticut, 
and with others settled on a piece of land cleared along the Long Island 
^•Sound, Oct. 3, 1639, called "Pequanoche," which name was changed to 
Stratford in 1648, and it is said that William changed it. 

William Beardsley was one of the founders of the First Congrega- 
tional Church at Stratford, and was a leading spirit in all public affairs 
of the early times, as records show. He was Deputy of the General Court 
at Hartford, f or eight sessions between 1645 and 1661. In the colonial 
documents he is spoken of as "Goodman Beardsley." 
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His children were as follows: Mary, John, Joseph, Samuel, Sarah and 
Daniel. Mary was born in England in 1631, married in May 1651, Thomas 
Welles of Hartford, Conn., who was the firBt child of Hugh Welles late of 
Colchester, England, 1635. 

Sarah was born in America in 1640; married Obadiah Dickinson, of 
Hatfield, Mass., in 1668. She was the mother of four children. His house 
was burned by the Indians, Sept. 17, 1677, the wife wounded, and he and 
one child taken prisoners to Canada. Her injuries must have proved 
fatal, for on his return he married Mehitable and had two more children. 

Capt. John Beardsley, eldest son of William, born in England in 
1633; died Nov. 19, 1718, age 85, and his wife, Dec..5, 1718. He was made 
Lieutenant in 1697, and Captain in 1704, of the training band of soldiers. 
He took oath of freeman, June 4, 1672; was owner of slaves at the time, 
liberating them in 1717. He was married but left no children at the time 
of his death. He resided at Bridgeport, Conn., and was one of the first 
settlers. 

Joseph Beardsley, second son of William, born Nov. 16, 1634, in 
England, and being 6 months old when brought to America, grew* to 
man's estate at Stratford. He became fond of the sea, which his father 
did not like. In the father's will, he was given considerable property if 
he would marry and leave the sea, which he did in 1664. He married, ac- 
cording to the genealogy, Abigail Dayton (a book in the Syracuse Library 
says Phoebe Dayton), and took oath of freeman, June 4, 1668; joined the 
Congregational Church in Stratford, Conn., in 1693- He died May 29, . 
1712, age 78. His sons were: Joseph, John, Thomas, Ephraim, Jonathan 
and Josiah. 

Samuel ^Beardsley, son of William and the first American-born 
Beardsley, born in 1638; died at Stratford, Conn., now Bridgeport, Dec. 
24, 1706, age 68, He married Abigail Archery of Orange County, and 
had twelve children. His sons were: Samuel, born 1666; William, born 
1668-69; Daniel 1671; John 1673; Ephraim and Ebenezer 1675; Benjamin 
1677; Nathan 1680. 

Daniel Beardsley, youngest son of William, bom in 1644; died Oct. 
7, 1730, age 88. He married in 1680, Ruth (genealogy says Wheeler, 
Syracuse library says Goodwin), who died in 1739. In May 1708, Daniel 
was granted lands on the west side of Stratford on the Potatuck River, 
lie had 15 children; his sons were: David, Daniel, Zachariah, Nathan, 
Obadiah, John, William, Benjamin and Jeremiah. 

The descendants of the last three sons of William, the above men- 
tioned Joseph, Samuel and Daniel, are scattered all over the U. S. A. 
We have in our locality descendants only of Samuel and Joseph. 

There were 16 Beardsleys in the Revolutionary War: 8 from Sam- 
uels line, 5 from Joseph's, and 3 from DaniePs. Elijah Beardsley of Sam- 
uel's line, tradition states, was a member of the Boston Tea Party in 
1773. He enlisted as a private under his father, Capt. Phineae Beardsley, 
in 1777. Benjamin Beardsley of Joseph's line was under Washington at 
Valley Forge. There were two Colonels, three Captains, one enlisted as 
a musician under Colonel Swift; another ran away from home when 18 
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years old, enlisted in the Colonial Army, served as a drummer boy until 
the close of the war, married and started for the then ^"Far West," settled 
at Saratoga, N. Y., and never saw or heard of his father's family after 
the eventful night when he left to join the army. There were a few fam- 
ilies who deemed it best to remain true to England, so were taken to New 
Brunswick, with others. 

There were.four in the War of 1812, and one was killed at Plattsburg, 
N. Y. Lester Beardsley of Joseph's line was appointed Mid-shipman in 
1850, was with Perry at the first landing in Japan in 1853, and as Mid- 
shipman of the "Plymoyth" participated in numerous attacks on the sea, 
both before, during and after the Civil War, and finally retired as Rear 
Admiral in 1898. £n 1901 he took part in the erection of a monument to 
Perry in Japan, as survivor of the expedition. 

There were many in the Civil Wax, from 25 different states, ranking 
from private to Colonel. 

Zachariah Clarke Beardsley was the first Beardsley to come to the 
Town of Catharine, accompanying Josiah Hinman in 17991 He and 
Elijah Hinman, son of Josiah, helped to clear the land and build shacks, 
then returned to Connecticut, where they were married; returned in 1806 
to Catharine, where Zachariah settled on Lot No. 3, northwest section 
of the Watkins & Hint Purchase, one-half mile from Odessa. His line of 
descent was: William, Samuel, William, Samuel, Elias, Zachariah, 6th 
generation. 

Elias Beardsley the father was born in 1760, died Jan. 19, 1822, age 
62; married Hannah Clarke, July 2, 1782, at Newtown, Conn. She died 
Nov. 30, 1839, age 63, and both are buried in the old Cemetery at Cath- 
arine. They had three daughters and two sons, Zachariah the oldest, and 
Philo the youngest of the family. 

Zachariah Clarke Beardsley, born Mar. 8, 1786; died Sept. 13, 
1869, at Odessa; married (1) Sept. 13, 1807, Polly Corbett Hunt, who died 
Apr. 26, 1844; she was related to the Corbetts of Reading Center, N. Y. 
He married in 1845 (2) Clarissa (according to the Mallory genealogy Clar? 
inda) Lyon-Gray, widow of (1) Joseph Lyon, (2) David Gray; he mar- 
ried (3) Betsey Andrews Stone.

BEEBE 

(Notes on immediate family given by Lawrence Beebe, 
Chevy* Chase, Md.) 

.The following was found in the Syracuse Library: 

The name Beebe has occurred in various forms, in the time of Rameses 
II, about 3000 B. C, in the form of Bebi, hieroglyphica given in the table 
of Bakkarah, a monument in Egypt; and in Book 21 of Livy's "History 
Of Rome/' Quintus B&ibus, an aged man is sent as ambassador to demand 
peace or war, in 534, B. C. 

Family papers in the archives of Ashton Hall, Warwickshire, show 
descent from two Norman Knights, Richard and William de Beebe, Royal 
Guards of William the Conqueror, who came to England and at the time 
of Conquest were granted manors, and lived close to the Commonwealth. 
In ancient Norman Rolls, which are in ^he Tower of London, is found 
the name of Willimus Babbe, Praepostus, A. D. 1205, who adjudged pro- 
perty. 

In Bridge's "History of Northamptonshire, Eng." printed in 1740, 
are found: John Beby, incumbent of the Church of St. John the Bap* 
tiste at E. Farndon, 1398-1411; and Recardus Beby, Rector of Esleste 
de Castre Feat Fieri. Had a coat of arms, given to Sir John for gallantry 
in the siege of Harfleur by King Henry V. 
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By generation, the following was found in a Connecticut book: .

was in the French & Indian Wars also the Revolutionary War; married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Capt. John Marsh. 

An early settler of the Town of Canaan, Litchfield, Conn., was Col. 
John Beebe, a Representative in 1758. 

James Beebe came to Norwalk from Stratford, Conn., and in 1679 
married Sarah, daughter of Thomas Benedict. James Beebe was a Repre- 
sentative in 1709-10. 

John Beebe was a Justice of the Peace in the time of the French and 
Indian Wars. 

Samuel Beebe came to Danbury from New Milford, Conn., in 1713, 
removed to Litchfield in 1727. His sons were: Samuel, born 1701; 
James 1704; John 1706; and Ebenezer. 

In the Book of Marriages of Connecticut: Samuel Beebe married 
Sarah Tubbs, May 29, 1710; John Beebe, Jr., married Mary Hill, Nov. 
9, 1749. 



The first settlers in the Town of Catharine bearing the name of Beebe 
were two brothers, John and Samuel Clarke Beebe, who came from 
Montville, Conn., about 1833 (according to the census of 1855), and set- 
tled in the Town of Newfield, Tompkins County, on a tract of land east 
of Cayuta Lake, known as Connecticut Hill, but Samuel subsequently 
returned to Connecticut, where his brother Orlando lived. Family records 
do not show the exact date nor the names of their parents. "A permit 
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in 1832, and with Peter bought out the tannery of Edward Lyon, then 
bought out his brother and continued the business until 1884; had a shoe 
shop later. He married Mar. 1833, Harriet Harvey of Hector (1806- 
1858). After the death of his daughter, with whom he had lived so long, 
he went to Michigan to reside with another daughter there, and soon 
died (1810-1887).
